BEEF IN FOUR MONTHS 


[By the Associated Press.] 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Meat- 


leas days in tfcei United State* have 
saved 140,000,000 pounds of beef 
in four months, the food admin- 
istration announced today. During 
this period 185,000,000 pounds of 
beef were exported to the allies 
together with 400,000,000 pounds 
of pork products. 


The figures wore mad* public In 


a statement explaining why the 
food administration 
refused 
re- 


quests of cattle and steep growers 
to remove beef, mutton and lambs 
from 'the conservation rules with 
regard to meatless day. 
The ad- 


ministration again 'declared that 
•meatless day was established for 
the purpose of enabling the United 
States to feed allies by saving on 
meat consumption. 


Mutton and limb 
are not ex- 


ported and the food administration 
has removed the restriction on its 
Cfinsuroption in Some of the west- 
ern states.

real sense the audible voice of . the 
'world's conscience, the near-ire of that 
great gulf which sepuranes the savage 
tribe from the modern state, the cave 
man from the twentieth century citi- 
zen. As yet its only sanction is the 
sanction of enlightened public opin- 
ion; the only force behind it is the 
aroused njoral sense of the civilized 
world; a force which for many years 
prior fo August, 1914, had been grow- 
ing more definite and more powerful 
with every passing year."

MILWAUKEE PHYSICIAN DIES 
MILWAUKEE, Feb..22.—Dr. William 


J. Cronyn, 70, died on Wednesday after 
an illness of three weeks. Dr. Cronyn 
came to Milwaukee in 1884 
and was 


prominent in patriotic work. He was 
an assistant surgeon in the U. S. Nayy 
end had b««n examining physician for 
pensions in Milwaukee for macy years. 


The Bolsheviki government again has changed its tac- 


tics anu ordered that-opposition be given to the German 
army now,sweeping eastward into the heart of Great Rus- 
sia. All Russians are summoned to the defense of their 
country in a proclamation signed by Premier Lenine ami 
Ensign Krylenko, commander in chief of the Bolsheviki 
armies. Petrograd has been declared to be in a state of 
seige. 


As the German army advances, the German navy js 


aiding in the campaign against Esthonia and Petrograci by 
investing Eeval, the second in importance of the naval 
bases on the southern coast of the Gulf of Finland. Ger- 
man troops have been landed there and forty-five German 
warships are nearing the harbor. The Russian navy, how- 
ever, probaWy will offer little resistance. It is reported 
as being completely disorganized, both as to equipment and 
morale. Removal of Russian warships at Reval and Hcl- 
singfors1 to Kronstadt is considered unlikely because they 
have been idle so long. 


.In taking Minsk and Rovno and in pushing their cam- 


paign swiftly oji other sections of the long front the Ger- 
mans had captured large quantities of war material, includ- 
ing more than 1,300 guns and 9,000 prisoners. 


Weight is given to reports that Foreign Minister 


Trotzky will resign by the fact that his name is missing 
from the procalamtion ordering that the German advance 
be resisted. While this may not be significant, all pre- 
vious orders in the present crisis have been signed by 
Trotzky and Lenine. Trotzky is reported to have cast the 
deciding vote in favor of accepting a German peace. Writ- 
ten confirmation of the acceptance of German peace terms 
has passed the German lines, according to Berlin, which 
adds that this disposes of rumors that the Lenine-Trotzky 
government had fallen. 


In France and Italy there has been no change in ihe 


general situation on the fighting fronts. Small raids and 
artillery duels continue, as does the aerial activity. Ger- 
man artillery fire has been heavy north of the Aisne and in 
Champagne. On the American sector the intense artillery 
firing continues with the American gunners doing the most 
damage. 


Demands of Austrian socialists that the government 


begin peace negotiations on the basis of President Wilson's 
recent message has brought the" threat from the emperor 
that he will dismiss parliament if the budget, which the 
socialists have it in their power to pass or defeat, is not 
"given a majority. 
Not only are the socialists dissatisfied 


but the Czech, Slav and Polish deputies in the Austrian 
reichsrath are openly hostile to the government in its war 
and peace policies. The socialists have called mass meet- 
ings to support a demand for the opening of peace negotia- 
tions with the United States.
